If 
too large a demand were made on 
short notice for deposited funds the 
hank could not use Its notes or other 
securities to pay with and might have 
to elosu. And then what would hnp- 
pen? Experience Is n good teacher, and 
experience teaches that money which 
belonged to depositors and which the 
hank had ample resources to pay, will 
be dissipated by some state agency in 
llqudating the business.

The Banking Situation 


* CANNEL CITY SCHOOL NOTES * 


AH hanking institutions of the 
United States are closed by specinl 
Haul extraordinary edict signed by 
President Roosevelt ami sent out from 
Washington early on Monday morn¬ 
ing of this week. 

The edict makes the culmination of 
a long series of abuses by the large 
banking institutions in collusion with 
promotion companies and stock gamb¬ 
lers. From the time of the collapse 
of the stock market in 102!) it has 
been hard for the public to retain 
men a semblance of confidence in the! 
super financial group which controll¬ 
ed the larger hanking institutions. 

The collapse of the Insul power 
babble and the public knowledge of 
how this last fortune was built up, 
not from production or jervlce, hut 
from the sale of kited stock with the 
knowledge and connivance of big 
hanking firms, marked the beginning 
of the end of this kind of finance. 

Then the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation pumped federal money 
into one Insolvent hank after another, 
one of the first being the hunk of 
Charles G. Dawes former vice presi¬ 
dent 

Home months ago hanks at Detroit, 
Michigan collapsed. Henry Ford with 
hiH millions offered to come to the 
rescue but has been unable to work 
out a solution under present condi¬ 
tions. 

Finally the governor of Michigan 


closed nil banks In his state by de¬ 
claring bank holidays. This action 
was quickly followed by other states 
led by Ohio, Illinois nail Kentucky, 
until Saturday, March 4, all the 48 
states hnd declared Imuk holidays for 
terms of various lengths. 

(>n Sunday Mnrcho I*ri aidant Roose¬ 
velt returned from church services to 
go Into conference with his cabinet 
and the result of the conference was 
telegraphed from Washington early 
on Monday morning to the effect that 
all banks absolutely suspend all bank¬ 
ing functions during Monday, Tues¬ 
day. Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week, at the time of the conference 
Congress was called lo convent on tle¬ 
ntil In extraordinary session, presum¬ 
ably lo deal with the hanking situa¬ 
tion. 

In Ills Inaugural address President 
Roosevelt said: “Practices of the un¬ 
scrupulous money changers stand in¬ 
dicted in the court of public opinion, 
rejected by lbe hearts and minds of 
men.Faced by failure of credit they 
have proposed only the lending o. 
more money. Stripped of the lure of 
profit by which to induce our people 
to follow their false leadership, they 
have resorted to exhortations, plead¬ 
ing tearfully for restored confidence. 
They know only the rules of a genera¬ 
tion of self seekers. They have no 
vision, and when there Is no vision 
the people perish."

Budget Juggling Needed Today 
To Insure Full Calorie Count 


Housewife Should Know 
Foods Essential to 
Balanced Diet

rtlHE housawifo of today is much 
i- more likely lo budget her ex- 
1 onses than the bride of fifty 
years ago. In those days it was 
only necessary to step into the 
garden and 
pluck a gener¬ 
ous helping ot 
fresh veg- 
etables for the 
evening meal 
or stop by the 
smoke - house 
and procure a 
sizeable li a m 
at a minimum of cost. 

Today, the problem centers 
around making so many dollars 
purchase so many calories of 
food, so many articles of clothing 
and on through the whole line of 
living expenses. 

Selection of foods is one of the 
most Important considerations in 
budget making. Each member of 
the family needs a certain number 
of calories per day—varyiug ac¬ 
cording to tho amount of manual 
work or labor indulged in and 
unless the housewife knows a 
little about the caloric value of 
foods there is great danger that 
her meals will be lacking In some 
of the most important elements 


which make up tho well balanced 
diet. 

With a market list showing 
prices and a calorie list, the 
housewife can work out a very 
Interesting little problem in econ¬ 
omical buying. A pound of butter 
contains 3600 calories and at the 
average price of twenty-five cents a 
pound it Is possible to obtain 144 
calories for one cent. A pound of 
bacou at twenty eenta will fur¬ 
nish 140 calories for each cent; 
roast beef at twenty cents will 
furnish 47: macaroni at ten 
cents will give 165 while sugar at 
an average price ot five cents a 
pound will furnish no loss than 
372 calories for each cent spent. 

Because of the great number of 
calories it contains, sugar is one 
of the cheapest of all foods In 
addition to being one of the most 
valuable. It turnishes fuel which 
keeps the body engine burning, 
supplies much needed energy and 
Its importance as a sweetener 
and Havorer, especially when used 
in the (looking ot fresh or canned 
vegetables Is universally recog¬ 
nized. “A dash of sugar and a 
pinch of salt" have become twen¬ 
tieth century household words. 

Of course no one food can bo 
used to tho great exclusion of 
others oven though It provides 
enough calories to meet the aver¬ 
age demand but the housewife 
soon learns this and other little 
tricks that eventually lead to the 
preparaiion of well balanced and 
at the same titno economical 
meals.

NO SENSE OF SIN 

Our country has lost Its sense of 
sin. Maybe it never hnd much of It. 
The riches have choked up (he chan¬ 
nels of tlie spirit nml the gradual 
slipping away of the material things 
has left many a life dry and exhaust¬ 
ed with no sense of power or resist¬ 
ance. We vainly cry for tin- return of 
the prosperous days of 11121). Not all 
are succumbing to such a feeling, 
but there are those who fed n sense 
of loss and despair. 

In the midst of this chin lie life there 
are a group of men high up in finance 
who have been senselessly unscrupu¬ 
lous about money. Take the ease of 
Charles E. Mitchell, of the City Na¬ 
tional Rank of New York. What he 
has done others have done. In 1112!) 
lie dodged income lux by a fictitious 
loss of $2,800,000. This was not the 
only tiling lie did. He inniiipiilnted 
slocks for Ids own safety and loft the 
bunk clerks pay 8200 per share on 
tlie installment plan, but now these 
smile shares nre only worth $40 per 
share. Mitchell lost nothing. ’’If he 
unloaded $31,000,000 worth of Cuban 
sugar loans made bv bis banks onto 
the stockholders Its investment affi¬ 
liate. tie merely adopted the standards 
of American superfinnnee." 

“If he pulled $3,400,000 in bonuses 
out of the profits of the National 
City Co., unknown to Its stockholders, 
be did no more than follow the custom 
of those who have the power to pull 
bonuses.” 

Ill- company secretly tool 20 per 
cent of excess profits from all kinds 
of securities sold to the public. He 
used funds of the depositors to play 
the stock market. But this Is all a 
picture of the American high finance. 

Responsibility for wealth lias failed. 
There Is no sense of duty, no heart¬ 
beat. Wealth today has no scruples, 
no murals. 

Such is capitalism to a very large 
degree. But capitalism Is on trail for 
Its very life. The white light of pub¬ 
licity is being turned upon It und the 
“money changers are turned out ot 
the temple.” Capitalism Is being tried 
lu the courts of morals. But there 
seems to be no sense ot humility. The 
only power to these men in high fin¬ 
ance is force itself. They ride rough 
shod over the weaker brother without 
regard to him or his family. They 
feel that they have a license lo prey 
upon ilieir victims without regard 
io any future accounting. There is no 
sense of sin.—Berea Citizen.

Chances for Small Cooperatives 

Tile small cooperative associations 
now functioning in Kentucky, Tennes¬ 
see anil Virginia have a better chance 
to succeed than did the large associa¬ 
tions of the past, in the opinion of 
the tobacco marketing committee of 
the American Farm Economic Asso¬ 
ciation, which is headed by Dr. II. B. 
Price of the College of Agriculture,; 
University of Kentucky. 

The large sculc cooperatives of ihe | 
pust, due to their size, were unwieldy 
and not easily udapted to varied Con¬ 
ditions, says u report of the commit -1 
tee. Tile inclusion of more than one 
type of tobacco in the sumo orgunlza- j 
tlon caused misunderstanding and j 
dlssentiou. In order lo fully realize I 
the advantages of collective bargain¬ 
ing they generally adopted it holding 
policy which resulted in delayed stiles j 
mid misunderstanding between man¬ 
agement und members. 

Small cooperatives, organized by 
tobacco types, are more compuct and 
therefore many of the difficulties ex¬ 
perienced in llie past are tidvniiled. 
Barn uud auction selling, both on tin 
individual crop or a seasonal liusls; 
and seasonal pools sold bv private 
treaty with buyers are the chief 
methods of sule at (he present time.

New Year’s

HE soft white snow has cov 
ered the hills nnd in the val¬ 
leys the song of the robin 
nnd the cricket Is no longer 
heard. Even the purr of the 
little brook In the bark- 
housed village Is silenced by 
-J the fingers of the overhang¬ 
ing Ice and the quiet hour lias come to 
the soul of the red man. 

At such a time In midwinter, when 
the moon Is full at midnight, the New 
York Indian und bis kinfolks prepare 
for their ceremonial of the New Year. 

This ceremony centers around his 
faithful companion, the dog; no other 
animal has an equal hold on the heart¬ 
strings of the Indian. The dog dally 
teaches him the ever-sought virtue a! 
loyalty. Then, too, the dog alone 
knows the trail to the land beyond the 
sky when the life trails of the red men 
are ended. 

Tims It was In the olden days that 
the Six Nations selected a pure white 
dog, nnd by solemn gestures cast their 
slits into the sacrificial animal. The 
tire of white oak chips was kindled 
under the strangled dog nnd as the 
smoke ascended, t-lte Indian knew thnt 
Ills confession of sin and plea for for¬ 
giveness carried In the soul of the dog 
had renched the all-seeing, nil-knowing, 
Great Spirit far np In the land of the 
departed. 

Even today the age-old ritual Is car¬ 
ried out by the Iroquois; but Instead 
of a white dog, feathers and ribbons 
from headdresses are burned with all 
the ancient ceremony of their fore¬ 
fathers. Enemies become friends, 
harsh words are forgiven, family dis¬ 
sensions are healed, debts are paid, 
nnd parental objections vanish as lov¬ 
ers plight anew their troth at this 
Indian ceremony of the New Year. In- 
ter-trlbal discord Is banished, old loy¬ 
alties nre renewed, and, a fresh trail 
is blazed for a New Year on the daily 
earth trail of each red man.
